Signalj Speed Limit 
Traffic Plans Mulled

Downtown merchants may get a 
change in the signal light to ease 
traffic at Avenue K and 15th Street but 
residents along Spring Creek Park­ 
way have failed in their first attem pt 
to reduce the 45 m p h speed limit in 
front of their homes. 
The Citizen Traffic Saiety Support 
Commission last night accepted the 
recom m endations^ Tom Walton, city 
traffic control director, 
to study 
further the m erchants’ request and to 
deny the reduced speed on Spring 
Creek 
Walton said traffic buildup at the 
downtown intersection is “ a technical 
problem’’ which may be resolved by 
adjusting the signal light system 
along Avenue K at 14th, 15th and 18th 
streets. 
A left turn arrow for eastbound 15th 
Street traffic desiring to turn north 
onto Avenue K also will be studied and 
a proposal will be presented at the 
commission meeting next month. A 
left turn from 15th to K currently is 
prohibited between the hours of 7 a m. 
and 7 p.rn 
Spring Creek Parkway residents 
were told their street was planned in 
the late 1960s as a m ajor east-west 
thoroughfare to serve the growing 
north Plano area and that the road 
was designed to quickly and safely 


transport vehicles at speeds of at least 
50 m.p.h. 
The homeowners who came to 
express concern for their children's 
safety did not walk away from the 
m eeting empty-handed, however. 
Walton reminded parents the City 
Council recently has approved the 
location of a crosswalk and a crossing 
guard at Rainier and Spring Creek to 
assist school children. Signs warning 
of the crosswalk already are in place, 
he said. 
The commission, upon Walton’s 
recom m endation, also approved 
installation of a flashing light to 
further warn of the crosswalk and to 
reduce the speed limit from 45 to 30 
m p h. for the service roads which 
separate Spring Creek 
from 
the 
homeowners’ front yards. 
The vote on the Spring Creek speed 
limit was split with Jam es Barry 
voting against the motion to maintain 
the present speed and the following 
m em bers supporting 
the 
motion: 
Harlene Boylston, Jim Elliot, Dan 
Flanigan, Mary Nell Armstrong and 
John Crawford. 
The hom eow ners presented a 
petition they said contained names of 
162 residents who favor the reduced 
speed. They described Spring Creek 
Parkway as “ unique” in the city 
because homes directly front the 


heavily travelled road. 
Walton agreed that 
the Spring 
Creek housing set-up “ is not the most 
desirable way to develop that land" 
because “ it generates just what it is 
generating here" (complaints from 
homeowners). 
The residents also cited traffic noise 
and increased traffic flow resulting 
from the Sports Complex and ad­ 
ditional home building as reasons for 
the need for a slower speed limit. 


W alton 
and 
Police 
Sgt. 
Lee 
Davidson noted a recent five-day 
police study of speeding along Spring 
Creek showed that most motorists 
observed the 45 m p h. limit.

HUD Warns Against 
Rezoning of Property

Although a special public hearing 
has been called for 7:30 p.m. tonight to 
discuss rezoning the site of a proposed 
Departm ent of Housing and Urban 
D evelopm ent 
approved 
housing 
project, the city may have no real 
alternative. 
Plano received formal notification 
this 
morning that 
HUD 
believes 
rezoning the property at this time 
may be suggestive of 
“ potential 
discrim inatory action.” 
S tressing that the agency is 
responsible for administering Title 
VHI of the Civil Rights Act of 1968 
(prohibits discrimination in housing 
on the basis of race, color, religion, 
sex or national origin), Area Director 
John R. McDowell warned that the 
“present course of conduct of the City 
of Plano raises serious questions 
regarding the possible violation of 
Title VHI.” 
McDowell said HUD will actively 
investigate and pursue any violation 
of Title VHI or any other federal law 
or 
regulation 
prohibiting 
discrimination in housing. 


“We don’t want to violate anyone’s 
civil rights—that’s our last intent,” 
Mayor Pro Tem Bob Collins countered 
this morning. “ Our hearing tonight is 
in response to a request from almost 
2,000 citizen s—th a t’s m ore than 
normally vote in city elections. 
“We are aware of the legal im­ 
plications of our situation,” he said. 
“They haven’t told us anything in the 
letter that we didn’t know already.” 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt pointed out 
that the city has retained Boyd, Veigel 
& Gay to advise the council on this 
project. The City Council and Plan­ 
ning and Zoning Commission are 
scheduled to meet in emergency 
executive session at 6:30 p.m. to 
discuss legal m atters before the joint 
public hearing. 
Both Whitsitt and Collins object to 
the first paragraph of HUD’s letter 
which states that the city had the 
opportunity to comment or object to 
the proposed project this sum m er. 
“The first paragraph is a real cop 
out on HUD’s part,” Whitsitt pointed 
out. “ We had no room to object. 
Maybe today’s letter has opened the 


door to objections, however. We’ll 
know more after we talk with our 
attorneys.” 
Collins said he also resents HUD’s 
accusation. He stressed that the city 
responded in line with the agency’s 
published regulations. 
When the city was notified of the 
project on June 24, the only grounds 
for objection were noncompliance 
with the 
Housing Assistance Plan 
(Plano has no such plan) or local 
zoning ordinances (the property was 
properly zoned). 
Collins does believe, however, that 
the city was “very poorly alerted” to 
the project. He said it was not obvious 
at that tim e what the project meant. 


Irving 
S tatm an, 
deputy 
area 
director of HUD, said today that even 
if the city had objected to the project, 
it would probably have been approved 
based on the departm ent’s grading 
system. 
Each project is evaluated on the 
basis of such elements as site, city and 
North C entral Texas Council of 
Governments comments, etc. 
N egative 
com m ents 
have 
a 
potential im pact of three points, 
according to Statman. He noted that 
HUD had sufficient funds available to 
fund all projects with a rating of IO 
and up. 
Plano’s project had 16 points, he 
said, so even if three points were 
taken away on city comments, the 
project would have passed the cut.

Program Urges ‘Chemical Freedom’ 


(Editor’s Note: This is the fifth in a 
series of six articles outlining the 
various aspects of teenage drug abuse 
in Plano).

There are a lot of teenagers in Plano 
who have drug problems, and the 
parents of those children shouldn’t 
have to feel guilty about not raising a 
“ Roger Staubach-type of kid.” 
T hat’s the opinion of Ed Leach, a 
form er alcoholic and drug addict who 
now directs the North Texas area 
Palm er 
Drug 
Abuse 
Program —a 
program which offers an alternative 
for people who use drugs. 
“We say there’s a big drug problem 
and Plano’s not any different from 
any other town,” Leach said. “The 


upper middle class kid is the kid who’s 
‘not 
supposed’ 
to 
have 
a 
drug 
problem, so a city like Plano has a 
difficult time accepting the fact that a 
drug problem doesn’t mean there’s 
moral 
degeneration 
in 
the 
com­ 
m unity.” 


Leach looks back on 
his own 
teenage drug problem 
and his 
parents’ reaction to it to offer comfort 
to the teens and parents of today. 


As he sat in a Mexico City prison on 
drug charges, Leach said his parents 
suffered from their own guilt feelings. 
“They were so em barrassed, so 
afraid, so paranoid that they didn’t 
realize that they were okay,” he 
explained “They didn’t realize that 
the fact that their child had a drug 


problem didn’t mean they were bad 
people. 
“Society puts pressure on parents to 
produce the perfect, ‘Roger Staubach- 
type’ kid” , Leach added “ But who 
said Mom and Dad are responsible for 
ev ery th in g —says who? Says the 
system, tradition.” 
D rugs, 
the 
PDAP 
director 
suggested, are a way for young people 
to handle what’s happening. They 
represent a way to have fun. to cope, 
and serve as a “ social lubricant.” 
“We don’t see a difference between 
a drug user and a drug abuser," 
Leach emphasized. “ Anyone who uses 
chemicals and gets high 
has 
a 
problem. Why is it a teenager who 
winds up getting kicked out of school 
because of drugs is a drug problem 


and a kid who gets high but has good 
grades and stays in school not? 
“ If a teenager wants to get high, he 
w ill,” 
continued 
the 
director. 
“ Whether the system does everything 
it can do or not, they will still get high 
But we offer people an alternative.” 
The Palm er Drug Abuse Program is 
a 
statewide organization 
that 
is 
beginning to branch out to other 
states. There are currently about IO 
centers in the Dallas area which meet 
in local churches “ because a church is 
free and because it offers us a degree 
of legitimacy,” said Leach 
Twenty-seven Dallas area coun­ 
selors, all of them former drug users 
who have been “chemical free” for at 
least one year, have gone through four 
to 
six 
m onths 
of 
training 
by 


psychologists and psychiatrists to 
learn 
how 
to 
help 
drug-using 
teenagers decide to live drug-free 
lives. 
Funds for each center are collected 
within the community each center 
serves (one is being planned for 
Plano—see accompanying story this 
page). After the first year, Leach 
explains, the centers usually become 
self-supporting through contributions 
from satisfied parents. 
Approximately 95 percent of the 
funds is used for salaries and for 
training counselors. 
The only membership requirement 
is 
that 
a teenager entering the 
program cannot get high, or use 
drugs, 
while 
enrolled 
Some 
500 


youngsters and 300 parents are 
presently involved in PDAP centers in 
the metroplex 
At a PDAP meeting, which is 
supported throughout the week by 
parties, picnics, 24-hour Round Robin 
meetings, etc., the form er drug users 
participate in group discussions led by 
the trained Palm er counselors. Topics 
range from how to get along with 
parents and how to make it in school 
to how to keep from using drugs. 
“They experience other youngsters 
their own age who are honest, open, 
sharing themselves,” 
Leach said. 
“ Kids are unbelievable They’re so 
upfront. And some way or another, we 
adults have trained them to shut the

world out. to build walls 
‘ Well, that's what we

“ Drugs are a symptom of 
our times I don't think we 
live with a bunch of sick 
young people I believe it can 
be helped Most kids don't 
know 
theres 
an 
alter­ 
native ” 


Because of his own ex­ 
periences with drug ad­ 
diction, Leach believes that 
drug users “ don’t have to 
reach 
a 
bottom ” 
His 
question to parents is “ If 
your child gets high, who are 
you to judge he doesn’t have 
a problem’’ and to teenage 
drug users who refuse to look 
at themselves honestly, "If 
you don’t think you have a 
drug problem, then you live 
with it.”

THE RADIO HOBBYIST

The FCC uses both unmarked regular automobiles and specially equipped vans. The cars 
used bear no special identification and are impossible to tell from other cars but the vans 
have license plates that indicate they are “ U.S. Government” vehicles and the license plates 
always start with the letters-FC. The vans are loaded with intricate monitoring equipment for 
all frequencies-not just the Citizen's Band. In fact, very little monitoring of the CB airwaves 
actually take place from the vans. Most CB monitoring is done from the private vehicles that 
are equipped with portable directional loop antennas. The FCC is charged with the respon­ 
sibility of regulating all radio and wire telecommunications-not just CB. 
The FCC monitoring van even has a tape recorder for recording transmissions off-the-air 
for use in court at a later time. The FCC vehicle also carries complete information on all 
licensed radio operators and stations in the locality (commercial, CB and “ ham” ) on 
microfilm that can be recalled instantly and displayed on a screen. Station and operator 
information can be accessed by call sign, location, name of license holder....also by assigned 
frequency and business name if a commercial station. 
The FCC enforcement personnel usually travel in groups of 2 or 3 when inspecting an area. 
Locations of stations can easily be ascertained by triangulation-that is each vehicle gets a 
bearing on the illegally operating station and where the lines cross on a map is the location of 
the station. Once the illegal station is found-it is placed under radio surveillance for a few 
days. Then the inspector will knock on the door and ask to inspect the premises. If the in­ 
spection is denied by the operator-the licensee will usually lose his license without any further 
examination. Under the present system, and FCC engineer can not force his way into any 
home or station location. However, the FCC regulations provide for inspection by the com­ 
mission and all radio-hobbyists agree to it as a condition to receiving their license. 
FCC engineers can even determine if a CB station is running illegal power without seeing 
the linear amplifier. This is easily done by taking field strength readings at different 
distances from the stations and computing the antenna gain. 
The FCC’s Field Operations Bureau (the actual name of the enforcement division) places 
particular emphasis on the following six violations: (I.) Failing to use an FCC call sign, (2.) 
Using linear amplifiers to boost power above the 4 watt limit, (3.) Using illegal frequencies, 
(4.) Using indecent, obscene or profane language, (5.) Using CB radio to participate in a 
crime, (6.) Working “ skip” or transmitting further than 150 miles. Penalties for all (except 
indecent language) could be $500 a day 
using indecent language is a criminal violation 
subject to a $10,000 fine and a year in jail. 
Serious infractions of the rules must be turned over to the Justice Department for 
prosecution. The FCC does, however, have the authority to levy “ forfeitures’’ - FCC legal 
term for a fine. During September, the FCC mounted a massive four day nationwide crack­ 
down of illegal CB radio operations. Over IOO agents fanned out in 30 areas in the wide ranging 
enforcement strikes. The crackdown resulted from the increasing number of interference 
complaints received by the FCC. Hundreds of violators were closed down permanently and 
fines totalling tens of thousands of dollars were collected. Fines ranged from $50 to $400 with 
$125, $225, $300 being commonplace. 
Even though the FCC is doing their job as best they can, this federal agency is seriously 
understaffed and under funded. In the past 20 years, radio-hobbyist activity has expanded 
from zero to over ll million participants using over 25 million radios! Projections are that 
there will be more than 20 million licensed CB’ers using 50 million two-way radios by 1979! 
With all this explosive growth you would expect the FCC budget would be keeping pace....but 
such is not the case. As a result, the Commission is unable to effectively administer and en­ 
force the rules causing even more hardship to the legally operating radio enthusiasts. It is a 
sad situation-one that is not likely to improve until the Bureau of the Budget recognizes ifs 
responsibility to the general public. 
One answer would be to reinstate license fees with all the receipts going to finance ad­ 
ministration and enforcement of radio rules. The radio hobby should pay ifs own way we feel.

Latest Record Album 
BRC Total Disaster

LONDON (U P I) — The 
latest record album from the 
British Broadcasting Corp. 
is a disaster. 
Or rather, 65 disasters. 
It starts with a raging fire, 
moves 
on 
to 
erupting 
volcanos — one “ with lava 
whooshes” — an<^ sounds of 
the ground cracking into 
chasms in earthquakes. 
A bit later a mine shaft 
collapses, a dam bursts and 
a train or two crash. There’s 
the screaming sound of a 
fullscale 
riot, 
several 
collapsing buildings and a 
virtuoso collection of ex­ 
plosions. 
“ Disasters” is the 16th in 
the BBC ’s series of sound 
effects records for makers of 
home movies or amateur 
drama companies. 
As disaster movies are big 
just now, “ a repertoire to fit 
most contemporary disaster 
situations,” 
to 
quote 
producer 
Derek 
Goom, 
seemed in order. 
The 
fifth 
band 
of 
“ Disasters” buzzes with 
swarming 
insects 
and 


thunders 
with 
animal 
stampedes. 
There are three plane cra­ 
shes, one as heard inside a 
crashing jet, a ship going 
aground and a sinister track 
entitled “ Floodwater Rising 
(Interior).” 
“ The effects of this recor­ 
ding,” Goom said, “ are of 
those disasters that place the 
physical person at risk, the 
events which, all too often, 
provide the front page story 
in our newspapers.” 
Goom said such events are 
“ usually irresistible” even 
when you prepare to face 
them. 
That comforting thought 
obviously applies to “ Storm 
at 
Sea 
Atmosphere 
(Drowning) ” or to the slushy 
sounds of “ Ice Melting Into 
Flood.” But the definition 
hardly stretches to the last 
track 
on 
the 
album, 
“ Reprisal Air Strike.” 
The record devotes from 


one second to one minute 22 
seconds to each disaster. All 
65 seem to be covered on the 
startling record jacket. 
The 
one 
cataclysmic 
drawing by Andrew Prewett 
shows an erupting volcano, a 
bursting dam, a jet airliner 
disintegrating in flight, fires, 
explosions, a car hurtling off 
an 
earthquake-cracked 
road, a ship sinking, riots, a 
tornado, street fighting, 
people shooting and being 
shot. 
collection are drawn from 
the inexhaustible BBC Sound 
Effects library,” Goom said. 
Some sounds were especially 
created. 
“ Disasters” isn’t apt to 
make a Top 20 lists. 
But if you want a “ General 
Purpose Rumble-Roar” for

D EA R ANTHONY - My personal thanks for this 
Pointer. My stainless steel sink now looks satiny and 
smooth but I suggest that the petroleum jelly not be 
applied with too heavy a hand - a little bit goes a long way.

D EA R P O L LY - I find it more practical and more 
economical to use three regular size pillows on my king 
size bed rather than two king size pillows. I buy a matching 
set of pillowcases in a regular size to match the sheet and 
use a complimentary plain color for the middle pillow and 
get two complete bed changes out of three sets of 
pillowcases. 
When using shams on bed pillows use inexpensive foam 
filled pillows in the shams instead of your good down filled 
pillows and do not have to switch at night. Saves dressing 
and undressing those shams every day.

D EA R P O L LY - There are many procedures for ridding 
one’s home of pests, I suppose, but our favorite harmless 
and totally effective way to evict mice is to sprinkle 
peppermint or spearmint extract in their hide-a-ways.

the student spends half of his 
day in school and the other 
half 
receiving 
a p ­ 
prenticeship type training at 


a bona fide business or in­ 
dustry and is also earning a 
wage. 
In 
addition, 
the 
student receives nine credits 
towards graduation 
Lynn Easley, ICT coor­ 
dinator. reported that 
42 
junior and seniors are now 
involved in the program that 
has the state requirement of 
2,000 hours actual on-the-job 
training and 350 hours of 
classroom study. E asley 
instructs the class as well as 
acts as the liaison between 


the 
student, 
em ployer, 
school, parents and the 
general public. 
The coordinator also has 
the job of finding e m ­ 
ployment for his students 
which is not always an easy 
task. 
“ It is sometimes difficult 
to 
find decent

stations for the students as 
there are no large industries 
located in Plano,” Easley 
said.
